NEW YORK—OB—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said today "I have 


changed in no way" since the presidential campaign began. 


He added that his views and 


convictions on national Issues are 
the same as they were four years 
ago, 
despite 
his 
opposition's 


charges 'to the contrary. 


The general made the statements 


at Queens Borough Hall as he be- 
gan a three-day swing through 
New York City and the surround- 
ing metropolitan area in quest of 
New York State's 45 electoral 
votes. 


Travel By Car 


He was travelling by motorcade 


in Queens and Nassau Counties. 
Gov. Thomas E, Dewey, the 1948 
GOP presidential 
nominee, 
was 


riding with Eisenhower. 
* Elsenhower said his political op- 
ponents have been spreading re- 
ports that, since the opening of 
the campaign, he has changed his 
position on most of the major na- 
tional and international questions. 


"I am the same man I was when 


I came home to. begin this cru- 
sade," the general said. 


Eisenhower said in Pittsburgh 


Monday night that he hoped the 
men who believe in concessions to 
the Russians never have to deal 
with them. 


Ike State* Hope 


"My most solemn hope," he as- 


.«eite<l, "is that men who talk this 
language are never allowed in the 


name of the American people to go 
to Moscow, or to some future Yalta, 
or Potsdam." 


The words "this language" re- 


ferred to Stevenson's speech in 
San Francisco last May. Eisen 
hower, quoting from that pro- 
nouncement, said Stevenson talked 
of "prolonged public discussion of 
what it will be necessary to con 
cede" to Soviet Russia. 


The general's comment was: 
"This is the language that invites 


war itself." 


In Pittsburgh Eisenhower com 


mented: 


"There is something more ser 


ions in this line of talk. It betrays 
again the mentality that is com 
pletely untutored in the tough bus 
iness of world relations."

A Scholar Dies to Bring God's 
Word to Plwcboy ot England 
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A little girl was asked, "What 


are saints?" Remembering the 
great window of the Cathedral she 
mild, "Saint* are men who let the 
light shine through." 


Her definition certainly Includes 


William Tyiidale who gave the 
world the first printed Eglish New 
Testament. His career justifies a 
further comment that, "Saints are 
not sissies." They are robust-men. 
Frequently they have had to be 
fighting men. 


Such was Tyndale. He was deter- 


mined to give the people of Eng- 
land a New Testament translated 


from the original Greek. Some 
church leaden said the English 
language was too rude for holy 
scripture. To them Tyndale re- 
plied: 


"It Is not so rude at they are 


faUe liars. For the Greek tongue 
agreeth more with the English 
than the Latin; a thousand parts 
better .may it be translated Into 
the English than into the Latin." 


He proved his point by making 


such a beautiful translation that to 
this day 72 per cent of the words 
used by Protestant and Cathouc 
translators are from his version. 
An actual count of two passage* 
containing llo» words shows 798 
words of Tyndale's. 


The great scholar of Greek, Bish- 


op Wescott. paid him this tribute: 


"In rendering the sacred text 


he remained throughout faithful 
to the instincts of a scholar. From

Oxford and Cambridge, and spoke 
seven languages: Hebrew. Latin 
Greek, Italian,. Spanish. French 
and English with such ease tha 
each was taken to be his* nativi 
tongue. 


Printing had begun in England 


In 1477. However, no Bible had 
been published in English, and 
Tyndale determined to give the 
people. the New Testament trans- 
lated directly from the Greek. 


Meeting opposition, he said to a 


priest: 


"If God spare my life, ere mam 


years I will cause a boy that drtv 
eth the plow shall know more o 
the Scripture than thou doest." 


When the Bishop of London 


Cuthbert Tunstall, refused to help 
him, Tyndale turned from clerics 
to a clothier, Humphrey Mon 
mouth, who had business connec 
tlons with his relatives, the Tyn 
dales of Gloucestershire. 
Mon 


mouth employed him as his chap 
Iain and in 1624 supplied the mon 
ey for his flight to Hamburg tc 
seek a safe place to work. 


From there he went to Cologne 


where opposition caused him 
flee to Worms. Here in. 1525 he 
Brought out 3,000 copies of a print 
ed English New Testament. " 


These volumes were smuggled 


Into England and handled by -Eng 
lish merchants. One of the dealers 
was Humphrey 'Monmouth. Oni 
charming story it told in Halle's 
Chronicle. 


•It seems there .was a merchant 


Augustine Packlngton, who was 
openly a friend of Bishop Tunstall 
and secretly a friend of Tyndale 
Knowing Tunstall's eagerness to 
destroy Tyndale's New Testament 
he talked the Bishop into supplyinj 
money to purchase in Antwerp al 
remaining copies of the offensivi 
book. The Bishop supplied the 
money. 


The books were bought and de- 


stroyed, and Tyndale used th 
money to bring out a new edition. 
Halle says: 


"And 
so forward went the bar 


gain; the Bishop-had the books 
Packington had the thanks, and 
Tyndale had the money." Afte 
the new edition came into England 
three times as fast as the old one 
had come. 


In due time Tyndale was offer 


ed safe return ttf England provided 
he would cease his labors on the 
Bible. He loved his native land 
but he refused with tears, because

JACOBY ON BRIDGE. 


Be Cautious in Use of 'Safety Play' 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"We're having our annual tour 


nament this weekend here in Pitts- 
burgh," writes a correspondent, 
"so this might be a good time for 
you to discuss a hand from last 
year's tournam'ent." 


Today's hand poses a bridge 


player's riddle: When is a safety 
play not a safety play? 


When this hand was played in 


last year's Pittsburgh tournament, 
many declarers won the first trick 
in .dummy with the king of clubs, 
cashed the ace of hearts, and then 
led a small heart towards dummy. 
West naturally played low, and 
some ot the declarers then made 
the "safety play" of finessing dum- 
my's eight of hearts. 


East won with the jack of hearts 


and returned a club, forcing out 
dummy's ace. West's last trump 
was drawn with dummy's king 
and South then began on the dia- 
monds. Unfortunately, the dia- 
monds failed to break, and South 
had to use his last trump to set 
up dummy's suit. 


This left decfarer with no way 


to dispose of dummy's losing club, 
so he eventually lost a club as well 
as a trump, for a one-trick defeat 


The successful declarers didn't 


bother with this dangerous "safety 
play." After winning the first 
trick in dummy with the king of 
clubs, they promptly cashed the 
ace and king of hearts. They then 
led out three top diamonds, per- 
mitting West to ruff if he wished to 
do so. 


It didn't really matter what West 


did. South tnd two trumps lea. and 
could ruff a diamond to set up that 
suit and still have a trump to take 
care of dummy's losing club. 


The "safety play" in trumps 


would have been a good idea if 
the hand presented no other prob- 
lem. It would have been the cor- 
rect play, for example, if dummy 
had held five diamonds headed by 
the king-queen-jack. 


In the actual hand, South had to

Has Lesson by 
Local Leaders 


The Dixon Evening Unit of Home 


Bureau at the October meeting held 
at Loveland Community House 
heard local leaders, Mrs. George 
Holland and Mrs. Carl Santee dis- 
cuss "Financial planning in Illness 
and settlement of estates." 


Mrs. Holland said that a lack of 


information about some legal pro- 
cedures related to family security 
causes unnecessary confusion in 
the minds of many people and un- 
necessary hardship. To clarify, 
safeguards for the family security 
in many legal difficulties advanced 
planning along the following lines 
was advised: (1) Protective insur- 
ances and other cushions for ill- 
ness and emergencies, (2) settle* 
ment of estates without wills, (3) 
settlement of estates by will, (4) 
keep legal papers in safety deposit 
box at bank or metal safe at home. 


Point 1 covered protective insur- 


ances and other cushions for illness 
and emergencies. These were life 
insurance to individual; hospital!- 
zation and accident insurances; 
health insurance; government 
bonds; postal savings, and comfor- 
table home, clear of debt. 


Mrs. Santee discussed point 2, 


the settlement of estates without 
wills listing the advantages and 
disadvantages of joint ownership 
with survivorship; property de- 
scent by the laws of the State of 
Illinois; and the gift tax. Point 3, 
settlement of estates by wills, gave 
three purposes of a good will, to 
name heirs and designate what 
each is to receive; set up machin- 
ery for distributing the estate; and 
to provide wise management for 
the estate in the future so^ family 
will have continuing security. 


The lesson concluded with sug- 


gested list of contents of the safe- 
ty deposit box.

WASHINGTON W»-Maybe it will 


take a tragedy in some future 
campaign—like a presidential can- 
didate collapsing or dying from ex- 
haustion—to awaken the politicians 
to a realization the campaigns are 
too long. 


The campaigns spread over al- 


most three months and that seems 
too long and too inhuman. There, 
hasn't been a candidate in any 
American campaign, including 
this, who couldn't say all he had 
to say in a lot less time. General 
Eisenhower and Governor Steven- 
son are repeating themselves. 


It has been the toughest cam- 


paign in .history. Both men have 


hit an almost unbelievable pace: 
Crossing and criss-crossing the 
country by.plane and train, making 
rear platform speeches, on the 
radio and TV. It was the toughest 
because this year both the plane 
and TV came into big use. / 


In earlier days—the .days of the 


train only, before the plane, TV 
and radio—candidates might have 
felt they needed three months to 
get to the people in the country's 
four corners and out of the way 
places. That time is past. 


Eisenhower and Stevenson have 


been working steadily—except for 
about a week's vacation each— 
since the political conventions last 
July.

W. Ellison Chalmers and Solomon 


Levine of the University'* Institute 
of Labor and Industrial Relations 
review collective bargaining de- 
velopments of the past year. They 
find that the major emphasis has 
been on wages, creating an upward 
pressure which might give rise to 
b*jmt further dispute*. 


To meet such emergencies, both 


large and small, the Government 
needs certain power. Chalmers and 
Levine believe. They are also of 
the opinion that no one method of 
dealing with these disputes offers 
a perfect solution. 


"It .would be more realistic to 


use a flexible combination of meth- 
ods," they write in reference to 
such divlces as "a cooling-off" 
period, seizure, 
and

fact-finding with recommendations 
for settlement.

manager, and Arthur Schlesinger 
Jr., a speech writer and research- 
er. 


A spokesman for the ADA com- 


mented in Washington that "Me- 
Crjhy's attack is not against com- 
munism but against liberals," and 
that the group "is passionately de- 
voted to democratic civil liberty 
and will continue its fight for the 
tights of all Americans." 


In New York, Stephen A. Mitch- 


til, Democratic national chairman, 
said Gen. Eisenhower "must as- 
aume full responsibility" for the 
speech. 


Mitchell, commenting on the 


ej^jsch, quoted from an editorial 
published today by the New York 
Times, which is supporting Eisen- 
hower for president, which said 
that McCarthy was "playing right 
Into the hands of Moscow." 


McCarthy quoted several para- 


graphs from articles written by 
Schlesinger which, the senator 
aaid, showed the writer "thought 
Communists should be allowed to 
teach your children" and was 
a&Znst religion. 


Defends Record 


Schlesinger, in New York, said 


he has fought Communism longer 
than McCarthy and had not ridi- 
culed religion. 


Also attacked as an assistant of 


Stevenson was Bernard DeVoto, an 
author who, McCarthy said, once 
criticized the FBI in an article pub- 
lished in Harper's magazine and 
"sought a permit for a meeting 
fc^Jie wife of Gerhardt Eisler, the 
Communist who disappeared be- 
hind the Iron Curtain and who, as 
of tonight, is heading up the Com- 
munist group in East Berlin." 


Others mentioned were James 


Wechsler, editor of the New York 
Post, descnbed by McCarthy as 
one of Stevenson's "ghost writers." 
"Wechsler and his wife both admit 
having been members in the 
Young Communist League," Me- 
C3khy said. He also said Wechsler 
had condemned McCarthy's ''ex- 
posure of Communists as 'low 
comedy'." 


Wechsler commented in New 


York that McCarthy's "real tar- 
gets" were "free Americans who 
happen to disagree with McCar- 
thy." 


Archibald MacLeish, poet and 


librarian of Congress, was listed 
byJfoCarthy as having "the long- 
es-3-ecord of affiliation with Com- 
munist fronts of any man that I 
have ever named in Washington." 


In Boston, MacLeish denied that 


McCarthy "has ever mentioned my 
name, nor, so far as I am inform- 
ed, has the Committee on Un- 
American Activities ever mention- 
ed it." He pointed out that he had 
begun a country-wide appeal a few 
days ago for funds "to fight Me- 
Ca^hyism."
